ANNUAL MARCH MEETING 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
MIDDLESEX, SS. 
To Martin Conway, Constable of the Town of Billerica. 
GREETING: 


You are hereby authorized and required to notify and warn 
the inhabitants of said Town of Billerica, qualified by law to 
vote in elections and Town affairs to meet at Precinct 1, Town 
Hall, Billerica, at 6 o'clock a.m., Precinct 2, Union Hall, North 
Billerica, at 6 o’clock a. M., Saturday, March 23, 1912, to bring 
in their votes on one ballot, for the following officers: 


Moderator, Town Clerk, Town Treasurer, three Selectmen, 
three Overseers of the Poor, three Auditors, a Collector of Taxes, 
a Highway Surveyor, a Tree Warden, and two Constables, all 
for one year. One member of the School Committee for two 
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years and one member for three years. One Assessor, one mem- 
ber of the Board of Health, one member of the Town Hall Sinking 
Fund Commission, one member of the Cemetery Commission, 
one member of the Talbot School Sinking Fund Commission, 
one member of the Water Commission, all for three years. 


Also, to vote on the following questions, viz: “Shall license 
be granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors in the Town of 
Billerica’’”’ Yes or No. 


Also, to vote upon the acceptance of the following statute: 
“Shall Sections one to fourteen, inclusive, of Chapter twenty- 
eight of the Revised Laws, authorizing cities and towns to lay 
out public parks within their limits, be accepted?’ Yes or No. 


Polls may be closed at 4 o’clock P. m. 


And to meet at the Town Hall, Billerica, Monday, April 1, 
1912, at 7.30 p. m., there to act upon the following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a member of the Bowers Fund 
Committee, for a term of five years. 


ARTICLE 2. To choose all necessary Town officers. 


ARTICLE 3. To hear and act upon the report of the Town 
officers and committees heretofore appointed. 


ARTICLE 4. To see what method the Town will adopt to 
repair the roads and bridges for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 5. To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be deemed necessary to defray the Town expenses for 
the ensuing year, or do anything in relation to the same. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will raise the sum of one 
hundred twenty-five ($125.00) dollars and appropriate the sum 
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of two hundred fifty ($250.00) dollars for the salary of the Cattle 
Inspector for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 7. In event of the acceptance of Section one to 
fourteen inclusive, of Chapter twenty-eight, of the Revised Laws, 
to elect three Park Commissioners for such terms as the Town 
may determine. 


ARTICLE 8. ‘To see if the Town will accept from J. Nelson 
Parker a strip of land adjoining the North Cemetery described 
on plan entitled “‘Land in Billerica, Mass., Boston & Maine R. R., 
fOmje.Neison Parker, A. B. Corthrell, Chief Engineer,” to be 
used for cemetery purposes only. ‘ 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will authorize and direct 
the Water Commissioners to extend the water mains from the 
corner of Treble Cove Road and Boston Road, along Boston 
Road, Carlisle Road and Chelmsford Road to the house of Warren 
H. Manning, a distance of approximately 3,000 feet; or do any- 
thing in relation to the same. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will appoint a committee 
to investigate the needs of the Fire Company at the Centre, with 
a view to providing larger quarters and report with recommenda- 
tions at a future meeting; or do anything in relation to the same. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will amend its By-Laws 
by striking out Section one and inserting in place thereof the 
following: 


Section 1. The annual Town Meeting for the election of 
Town Officers and for other purposes shall be held on the Fourth 
Saturday of March in each year; or act in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 12. To raise and appropriate the sum of fifteen 
hundred ($1,500.00) dollars to pay the required tuition of 
Billerica pupils attending the Industrial School at Lowell, Chapter 
471, Acts 1911. 
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ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to amend Article 
twenty-two, passed at the annual March meeting of 1910, relative 
to the extension of the water mains; or do anything in relation 
to the same. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of five hundred and fifty ($550.00) dollars to fit the 
Town safe with fireproof metal fittings; or do anything in relation 
to the same. 


ArticLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to seize by “right 
of eminent domain’’ the Jones schoolhouse lot at Jones Corner 
as a site for a fire hose house; or act in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to make any, and if so, what, contract with the Lowell 
Electric Light Corporation for street lighting for a term of five 
years, or what other term, and raise and appropriate a sufficient 
sum therefor; or do anything in relation to the same. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of two hundred ($200.00) dollars to continue the work 
of the Stearns and Blanchard Brooks; or do anything in relation 
to the same. ; 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of two hundred ($200.00) dollars to build a side- 
walk on Pond Street; or act in relation thereto. 


ArtTicLE 19. To authorize the Town Treasurer, with the 
approval of the Selectmen, to borrow during the municipal year, 
beginning March 1, 1912, in anticipation of the collection of 
taxes of said year, such sums of money as may be necessary 
for the current expenses of the Town, but not exceeding the 
total levy of said year, giving the notes of the Town thereof, 
payable within one year from the date thereof. All debts incurred 
under authority of this vote shall be paid from the taxes of the 
present municipal year. 
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ARTICLE 20. To see what action the Town will take in 
giving absolute power to the retiring Board of Overseers, the 
appointment of a Superintendent at Home Farm for the ensuing 
year. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will accept a road through 
the land of Fannie M. Blanchard, as approved by the Board 
of Survey; or do anything in relation to the same. 


And you are to serve this Warrant by posting true and 
attested copies thereon; one copy at the Town Hall, one copy at 
Union Hall, one copy in each of the post offices of the Town, 
and one copy at ten public places, at least eight days before said 
meeting.

Mr. Dickinson moved that the salary of the Auditors be 
$100.00. H. A. King voted to amend to $150.00. The amend- 
ment prevailed, and $150.00 was voted. Mr. Alexander moved 
the salary of the Assessors be $700.00, and it was so voted. Mr. 
Gleason moved that the appropriation for street lighting be 
$1,800.00. This was not voted. Mr. Corkum moved that 
$1,600.00 be appropriated for street lighting. This motion was 
carried. Mr. Sellew moved that $3,000.00 be appropriated for 
highways. Mr. Corkum moved to amend to $1,500.00. This 
amendment was not carried. The motion of Mr. Sellew was 
voted. On motion of F. S. Clark, it was voted to raise $41,000.00 
under this Article. 


ARTICLE 6. On motion of Albert H. Richardson, 1t was 
voted to raise $125.00, and appropriate $250.00 for salary of 
Cattle Inspector. 


ArticLe 7. Moved and voted that J. Nelson Parker, Frederic 
S. Clark, and Warren H. Manning be chosen Park Commissioners 
for a term of one (1), two (2), and three (8) years, respectively. 


ARTICLE 8. It was moved that the Town accept from J: 
Nelson Parker a strip of land adioining the North Cemetery, 
described on plan entitled, “‘Land in Billerica, Mass., Boston 
& Maine R. R. to J: Nelson Parker, A. B. Corthrell; Chief 
Engineer,’ to be used for cemetery purposes only. This motion 
was carried by a unanimous rising vote. On motion of Mr. 
Franklin Jaquith, a unanimous vote of thanks was given Mr. 
J. Nelson Parker for the gift of land for cemetery purposes accepted 
at this meeting, and also for other gifts, and valuable services 
rendered as Cemetery Commissioner. 
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ARTICLE9. Mr. Talbot moved that the Water Commissioners 
be authorized to make the extension named in Article 9 upon 
such guarantee being given as the Town shall have voted at the 
time the extension is built. This motion was carried. 


MRTiCLE 10. Mr. Corkum moved that the “Moderator 
appoint a committee of three (3) to investigate the matter named 
in this article and report to the Town. The motion was carried. 
The Moderator appointed the committee, F. A. D. Singhi, John 
H. Baker and Thomas McElligott. 

ARTICLE 11. Mr. Tutein moved indefinite postponement. 
This was not voted. Mr. Dickinson moved that the change in 
the By-Laws be made as stated in this article. This was voted. 


Perici 12. On motion of Mr. Corkum it was voted to 
raise and appropriate $1,500.00 for the purpose named in this 
articte. 


ARTICLE 13. Mr. Sellew moved as follows: “I move to 
amend Article 22 as passed at the annual March meeting of 1910, 
by changing the guarantee from 6 to 4 % and basing said guarantee 
on the cost of a six inch main so that it will read as follows: All 
extensions of the water mains shall be made to the Water Com- 
missioners but no extensions shall be made unless the real estate 
owners, making the application, guarantee to pay to the Town 
such water rates as will equal 4% per year of the cost of the 
extension as figured on the: cost of a six inch main. If the un- 
expended balance at the disposal of the Water Department be not 
sufficient to pay for the extension the Water Commissioners shall 
estimate the cost and report to the Town for its action. 

Mr. Clark moved to amend as follows: That the guarantee 
of 6% on all water extensions, required by vote of the Town under 
Article 22 at the annual March meeting of 1910, be and is hereby 
reduced to 5%, that the agreement to pay said rate of 5% be limited 
to ten years and be in such form as will in the judgment of the 
Water Commissioners properly secure the Town. 
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Articte 13. Mr. Patterson moved as an amendment to 
Mr. Clark’s amendment: That no guarantee for water extension 
be required on Concord Road and Spring Street. This amend- 
ment did not pass. On Mr. Clark’s amendment 168 voted Yes 
and 75 No, and the amendment was declared carried. 

The motion as amended was then carried in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 14. It was moved to vote that the $500.00 be raised 
and appropriated for the purpose named 1n this article.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN ON PROPOSED NEW 
FORDWAY BRIDGE. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Billerica. 


In accordance with a vote of the Town, the Selectmen applied 
to the Middlesex County Commissioners, the Bay State Street 
Railway Company, the Massachusetts State Highway Commission, 
and the Billerica Water Commissioners for aid and assistance 
in building a new concrete bridge over the Concord River, at 
the Fordway, so-called, in North Billerica. 

The State Highway Commission did not think that the 
State should contribute any part of the expense Oreiie 
structure, owing to the fact that there is no State highway in the ~ 
near vicinity. The Billerica Water Commissioners expressed 
similar views, stating, through their chairman, that they could 
not give any assistance from their department, inasmuch as they 
were a Town body, and any financial assistance they might give 
must eventually come from the Town Treasury, and would mean 
a larger appropriation for the Water Department. 

The County Commissioners were formally petitioned, as was 
the Bay State Railway, and the Commissioners appointed a 
hearing for November 18, 1911, at North Billerica. At that time, 
the Selectmen and other citizens met them, and explained the 
need of a new bridge at the Fordway, showing plans which had 
previously been prepared by J. R. Worcester & Co., Consulting 
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Engineers of Boston. This original plan was for a bridge about 
36 feet in width, with a single track for the electric cars, and, 
as stated at a previous Town Meeting, at an estimated cost of 
$16,300. At the close of this hearing, the County Officials, 
Representatives of the Railroad, the Selectmen, and other 
interested parties viewed the premises at the Fordway. 


Several other hearings were held before the Commissioners’ 
with the Town and Street Railway being represented at each 
conference, and the Railway finally agreed to stand one-third 
of the expense of a bridge wide enough to permit of double tracks. 
The estimated cost of the wider bridge, according to Engineer 
Worcester, would be $21,300, and the structure was to be 45 feet, 
10 inches in width, with about 20 feet of macadam roadway and 
a sidewalk six feet wide. 


On May 6, a final hearing took place, and on June 12, the 
County Commissioners issued their decree, which provided that 
the County should bear one-third of the expense of the proposed 
new bridge, providing that the cost would not exceed $21,300. 
In the event of the expense being more than $21,300, then the 
County, according to the decree, would pay the sum of $7,100, 
and no more. The decree was based upon the estimates of 
Engineer Worcester, in whom the Town Officers, the County - 
Commissioners and the Railroad had absolute confidence. 


Specifications were at once prepared by Mr. Worcester, and 
by him sent to ten or more contractors, who were instructed to 
deliver their proposals for the work to the Selectmen not later 
than July 9. Bids were received from five contractors on that 
date, but the figures submitted were greatly in excess of the 
estimate prepared by the Engineer. 


It seems fair to assume that the County Commissioners 
and the Bay State Railway management would have agreed to 
each stand one-third of the cost had the estimate of the work 
been higher than it was, but, inasmuch as the County Officers 
have issued their decree, providing that the County pay $7,100 
and no more, it appears that the Town will, under the present 
order, be obliged to pay more than one-third of the cost, if this 
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decree continues in force. Therefore, the Selectmen pray for 
more time on this matter, in order that they may petition the 
County Commissioners to change their decree, so as to make 
an equal distribution of the expense to the three parties concerned.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 





To THE CITIZENS OF BILLERICA: 


In submitting our annual report, we wish to take this oppor- 
tunity to thank you for your hearty co-operation during the past 
year, and for many helpful suggestions which have been made. 
We also wish to express our appreciation of the faithful and 
untiring endeavors of our corps of teachers, and of the zealous 
and efficient work of our Superintendent, without which it would 
have been impossible for the schools to have attained and main- 
tained the high degree of efficiency which has characterized them 
during the past year. 

The school year has been unbroken, except in the Talbot, 
which was closed for our work because of Scarlet Fever, and the 
Richardson, which was closed, by reason of measles. 

Owing to the resignation of several of our teachers during 
the summer, it was necessary to make some changes. Mr. R. B. 
Houghton was elected to fill the vacancy caused by Miss Gilman, 
and, by his work, we have found that we made a very fortunate 
choice. 

Miss Kathryne Dewire was elected to Miss Brosnan’s place, 
and Mrs. Margaret Walworth was appointed to Miss Downey’s 
room. Miss Thurza McElmon was elected to teach in the Richard- 
son. Miss Annie Higgins was employed as a special teacher in 
the Pollard School. In December, Miss Mason resigned, and 
her place was filled by Mrs. Stone. 

All have done splendid work. We have succeeded in getting 
better electric car service on the Woburn line, so that a car reaches 
the Centre at 8.30 a. m., and the 3 p. m. waits for the pupils 
This is a good accommodation to some sixty pupils who come 
on that line. 
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To relieve the congestion at the Pollard School, it will probably 
be necessary to open the spare room at the Talbot, and transfer 
the ninth grade to the Talbot School. This will necessitate 
another teacher in the Talbot School. 

In making our estimate of $17,000 for an appropriation for 
the ensuing year, your Committee would call to your attention 
a deficit of $1,352.12, which was left over from last year, and 
which was not taken into account when the appropriation was 
asked for last year. It is, therefore, to pay off the old deficit, 
together with the cost of maintaining another room, that the 
increase in appropriation is asked for. 

Your Committee would also call your attention to an article 
in the Warrant asking for an appropriation of $1,200.00 to install 
a heating plant in the Pollard School. This is necessary, as the 
boiler which is now in use will not pass the State inspection 
another year without considerable outlay of money. 

Your Committee would, therefore, recommend that. the sum 
of $17,000.00 be raised and appropriated for the support of the 
schools of Billerica for the year ending February 28, 1914. 

That the sum of $100.00 for medical examination and the 
dog tax be placed to the credit of the school account.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 





TO THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 
GENTLEMEN: I herewith submit my third annual report: 
TEACHERS 


The changes in our teaching force have been unusual. The 
most important was the resignation of Miss Anna Gilman, Principal 
of the Pollard School, in July. This vacancy was filled by the 
selection of Mr. Robert B. Houghton of North Andover, Mass. 
Miss Brosnan and Miss Mary Downey resigned late in the summer 
to accept positions in Lowell. Miss Agnes Rutledge was appointed 
to Miss Dyson’s position upon her promotion to the position 
formerly held by Miss Downey. She, however, resigned in 
October, and Mrs. Margaret Walworth, who has done substitute 
work in the Talbot School, was appointed to fill the position. 
Miss Kathryne Dewire was assigned to Miss Brosnan’s place. 

To relieve the pressure at the Pollard School in the lower 
grades, Miss Annie C. Higgins was employed as a special teacher 
in October to take classes from grades two, three, four, and five, 
thus relieving the teachers who had from fifty to fifty-five children 
in two-grade rooms. This plan has worked well, allowing con- 
siderable more attention to be given to the backward child. 

I wish to commend our teachers for their earnest effort to 
bring the schools to a high state of efficiency. The spirit with 
which suggestion has been met has been unqualifiedly excellent. 
All have given of their best, and not the least for which I commend 
them is the earnestness with which they have attended the work 
at the Lowell Normal School, at a large sacrifice of time and 
strength. - 
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In February, I gave the Courtis’ Standard Tests in Arithmetic 
to the pupils in grades five to eight. The results were not wholly 
satisfactory. In every case, the classes worked about one grade 
below standard, except in the eighth at the Talbot School, where 
the record in the fundamentals ran above grade, though in the 
reasoning tests the rank was low. To overcome this condition, 
we introduced the Thompson drill sheets, and the later tests 
drew a better standing, but still, not what we should produce. 
On the other hand, the results recorded for the Springfield test 
run higher than results for the same test recetved from schools 
in twelve cities and towns, our grades giving a higher average 
than any recorded except a grammar school in the Philippine 
Islands. 

The language work in the upper grades has shown decided 
improvement, and, with the consistent drill now being followed 
up in the lower and intermediate grades, we shall, I am confident, 
see still better work. 

The first prize in the contest held last year in the seventh 
and eighth grades was awarded to Bertha Dewhurst of the seventh - 
grade of the Talbot School. The second prize was given Mary 
Larratt of the eighth grade of the Pollard School, and Esther 
Cole of the same grade won third prize. In the ninth grade 
contest, the prizes were given to Agnes Lynn, Frederick Callahan, 
and Margaret Lamprelle. 


REPAIRS. 


The repairs at the Richardson School have put that building 
in excellent condition, and the community, teachers and pupils 
express great satisfaction at the changes. 

The painting of the Pollard School has greatly improved the 
outward appearance, and the repairs to the heating plant have 
tided us over the year and increased the efficiency. 


GRADING AND PROMOTION 


The greatest problem we have to solve is that of reaching 
the individual and of helping the slow pupil. The methods so 
long in vogue of promoting only upon the completion of the entire 
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work of a grade is fast being relegated to the scrap-heap. In 
the short time it has been my pleasure to supervise the schools 
of Billerica, it has been my aim to allow the largest possible freedom 
in this direction, making promotions whenever it was clear that 
the child’s best interest demanded a change. 

In an endeavor to reach the slower pupil, we are taking up 
the study of an adaption of periods for individual help, and 
devoting more time to the needs of the pupil in study period. 
There has been a tendency to ‘“‘pour in”’ rather than to ‘draw out,”’ 
and, with this distinction in mind, the thought of our teachers 
has been directed to the best means of securing greater self-reliance 
upon the part of the pupil, greater earnestness, and a larger degree 
of work for work’s sake. 

To aid in this endeavor, we have striven to secure a closer 
relation between the home and the school. The old system of 
marking has not accomplished all that could be desired. To 
make the child’s record clearer to the parent, and relieve the 
teacher of much useless mechanical labor, I have urged a change 
in the marking system, which I have found worked to advantage 
in other places. 


OBJECTIONS TO THE PRESENT MARKING SYSTEM 


1. No teacher can hope to mark her pupils with absolute 
accuracy. The teacher who depends upon her general tmpressions 
and records the marks of each pupil once a week, as our rules 
require, will find herself frequently deceived. The pupil who 
makes a poor recitation just before the time for the marks to be 
recorded will be apt to be marked lower than he deserves; and 
on the other hand, the pupil who is generally poor, but who makes 
a good recitation just before the marks are recorded, will be apt 
to be rated higher than he deserves. Again, the teacher who 
wishes to avoid the possibility of such errors, and, therefore, 
records her marks after each recitation, places an impassable 
barrier between herself and her pupils. The teacher who stands 
with record book in hand and pencil poised in air, noting critically 
every imperfection, and coldly marking every error, may become 
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a fairly accurate marking machine, but she must abandon the 
hope of ever becoming a true teacher, one who gives hope and 
encouragement and inspiration to her pupils. Under such 
conditions, the kind of work which our best teachers desire to 


do becomes impossible. 

2. The success of a pupil in his studies depends upon two 
factors: (1) Natural ability, and (2) effort. A pupil fortunate 
enough to have been born with a superior mind should not have 
the conviction forced upon him by a vicious system of marks, 
that he is better and more worthy then his less gifted fellows. 
Nor should a pupil of mediocre ability be made to feel that he is 
held in less esteem because of conditions wholly beyond his 
control. Both alike should be taught in every possible way that 
faithfully to use one’s powers, be they great or small, for worthy 
ends is the only honor; and to fail to use them is the only disgrace. 
The present system of marking renders it difficult, if not 1m- 
possible, to make these fundamental truths clear in the mind 
of the child. 

3. The present system opens the door wide to petty 
jealousies among children, to misunderstandings between children 
and teachers, and between parents and teachers. Probably 
one-half of all the friction between pupils and teachers and between 
teachers and parents can be traced either directly or indirectly 
to the report card. Many a pupil has lost interest in his work 
and finally has left school for good, because he has felt that he 
has not been given the mark which he deserved. 

4. Too frequently the mark is made so prominent in the 
mind of the child that it entirely shuts from view the real thing 
for which it stands, and the pupil comes to work for marks instead — 
of for an education. The “E,” a perfectly meaningless thing in 
itself, becomes the only conscious aim of the child’s endeavor. 
No worthy work can be done in pursuit of an end so unworthy. 
For a teacher to use a mark either as a threat or as a bribe, is to do 
both the pupil and herself a great wrong. We cannot hope to 
instill in the minds of the future citizens of this Republic a high 
sense of duty by appealing mainly throughout their formative 
years to pride and fear. 
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5. Little children whose natural and wholesome appetites 
have never been perverted by a false taste for marks, do not 
need them. Nowhere else in the school course do we find such 
eager, enthusiastic and successful workers as in those grades 
where marks are unknown: and nowhere do we find the lack of 
all these qualities in so marked a devree as in the upper grades 
where marks have longest been in use. This cannot be a mere 
coincidence. 

6. The last objection to the present system is not urged 
primarily out of consideration for the teachers (though they are 
worthy of consideration in this matter) but out of consideration 
for the pupils themselves. The mere mechanical labor of posting 
up marks and making out report cards consumes an enormous 
amount of valuable time and strength, which might better be 
used directly for the children. 


THE PROPOSED PLAN 


1. Record marks in scholarship in the school record book 
once a month, instead of once a week. These marks should be 
considered as entirely private. They should not be shown to 
the pupils at all, and to the parents only in special instances. 

2. Send home once a quarter report cards showing: (a) 
Statistics of attendance—sessions absent, times tardy, times 
dismissed. (b) List of studies pursued. (c) A plain, simple 
statement by the teacher in regard to the work of the pupil for 
the month. 

3. In addition to the regular report sent home once a month, 
send a special report home the moment a pupil falls below a 
proper standard in any subject. In this way the parents will 
be informed immediately if things are not going right in school, 
and will not be compelled to wait until the end of the quarter 
for such important information. 

4. Keep much of the written work in arithmetic, spelling, 
history, geography, composition, etc., in neat portfolios, and 
send home frequently for inspection by the parents. By having 
a continuous series of papers in each subject, the parents can tell 
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at a glance the character of the work done, and can note the 
improvement made from month to month. In case however 
that a pupil is making no improvement, but is growing more and 
more careless in his work, this fact can be plainly seen. 


INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION 


The movement to educate our boys and girls in the trade 
schools grows apace. That we may be able more intelligently 
to judge of the probable success of pupils applying for admission, 
and that those who do not necessarily aim to pursue a strictly 
vocational education. but who nevertheless need some training 
of the hand and eye, may secure a knowledge of how to use tools 
about the house, I would strongly urge the introduction of wood- 
working at least in the ninth grade, and an optional class for 
eighth grade boys, and those fourteen years of age in lower grades. 


The sound and sane conviction that a boy and girl developed 


exclusively in the mental faculties to the neglect of manual dex- 
terity, is as greatly abnormal as a child whose sight was brought 
to the highest perfection but whose speech was utterly neglected 
is growing apace. .The example seems palpably absurd, yet if 
we regard the intimate connection between thought and exe- 
cution, the laws of psychology teaching that all stimuli tend to 
motor expression, we can but be impressed with the one-sidedness 
of our customary education. . 

- Last year the girls of the eighth grade were given a few 
simple lessons in cooking by Miss Wilkins, and a lunch was served 
by them to the teachers of the Pollard School and the committee. 
The interest taken and the success attending the work seemed to 
warrant the continuation of the work, so this fall equipment was 
furnished for two classes in the ninth grade, the advanced made 
up of those who were in the class last year, and the others taking 
up work similar to that given in the spring term. This gives an 
added reason for offering some form of manual work to the boys. 
The lack of manual dexterity noted in the case of the boys of the 
class last year was marked. 

The proposed step can be accomplished at ‘an expenditure 
the first year of $350 for equipment and the expense of a teacher 
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of manual training at from $150 to $300 according to the number 
of classes taking the work. 


ADDITIONAL ROOMS NEEDED 


Some provision must be made to relieve the condition of 
overcrowding in the Pollard School. In September the third 
and fourth grades showed an enrollment of fifty-six; grades one 
and two of fifty-two and five and of fifty-seven. This is mani- 
festly a serious handicap of the work, and the rooms are not 
ventilated sufficiently to allow this crowded condition, were it 
possible for one teacher to do the work satisfactorily. The law 
allows the employment of an extra teacher to any room having 
over fifty pupils. We have this year met the condition by em- 
ploying one teacher to give relief by taking classes from all the 
rooms at intervals, but this is not giving the proper relief. 

There seems to be two ways of meeting the situation another 
year. One is to establish a two-room building to care for the 
children transported from Pinedale and Mason’s Corner; the 
other to enlarge the Pollard School and open the two rooms there. 
The latter plan would seem the better in that growth is sure to 
come in the Pollard district, and the need of enlarged quarters 
there will be met as well as giving better conditions to the children 
of the other districts. This move would also allow of the grading 


- of the Pollard School more nearly upon the basis now existing 


at the Talbot and place the work of the teachers of the two schools 
upon a more equal footing. The plan would also allow for better 
equipment for manual work, and office facilities. 

In view of the approaching completion of the car shops and 
the consequent growth of the section about them would it not 
be wise for the Town to appoint a committee to investigate the 
whole question of future school accommodations’ 

In closing I wish to thank the members of the committee, the 
citizens at large and the teachers for their loyal support and the 
courtesies extended me at various times during the year.

I herewith present my report of the Medical Inspection of 
your schools. 

I have made several inspections of your schools during the 
past year and I wish to thank the teachers and janitors for the 
cleanly manner in which the school buildings and grounds are 
kept and for their cheerful co-operation and aid in carrying out 
any suggestion which I have made. ) 

During the fall term there were several cases of Scarlet 
Fever among the pupils of the Talbot School. This school was 
closed for one week during which time the building and books 
were thoroughly fumigated. 

The building has been fumigated several times during the 
school year besides the spraying which is done in every room and 
in the basement twice a week by the janitor. 

During the last part of the year Measles became prevalent in 
the East part of the Town and the Richardson School was closed 
for one week and thoroughly fumigated.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


Mr. A. B. WEBBER, 
Superintendent of Schools, 
Billerica, Mass. 


DEAR SIR: 

In presenting my annual report as Supervisor of Music in 
the public schools, I am pleased to say that the work is being 
carried on satisfactorily and enthusiastically by teachers and 
pupils. 

In speaking of the study of music, I will describe the results 
which are attained in our schools. The essentials of voice training 
are (1) breathing, (2) the open throat, (8) the direction of the 
tone. The children in the lower grades are able to sing with good . 
tone, and without falling from the pitch. They can easily 
recognize on the blackboard groups of scale tones, and can read 
and sing at sight simple melodies. As the power to read develops 
from year to year, they are able to read and appreciate more and 
more of the musical literature in which the art is so rich. In the 
upper grades, they can sing at sight in all keys, and write melodies 
tmat they hear. They are taught to love and appreciate the 
music of the best composers, which love and appreciation will 
increase as they grow into manhood and womanhood. 

I wish heartily to thank the teachers and all with whom I 
have been associated for the courtesy received.

I submit to you my annual report of Drawing: 

Sometimes doubt is expressed as to whether drawing is of 
any advantage or benefit to the pupil. Some may say that, since 
others have been successful without having received training 
along that line, therefore, the subject is not essential. 

There are developmental and esthetic, as well as practical 
reasons for studying drawing. 


The child takes more interest in nature study if he can make 


a free-hand drawing of the flower or plant, and it teaches him to 
have more appreciation for scenery. Drawing trains the powers 
of observation. It leads them to look at objects with greater 
care, and to notice the shape, design and beauty of things; it 
develops taste and to tell which colors harmonize; it also teaches 
them to make a good decorative arrangement so that the spaces 
are well related. The mechanical side of drawing trains the 
pupil to be neat and accurate. 

‘ Young children express ideas by symbols. Work with them 
and encourage them to draw. Lead them to draw their thought 


and imagination, and to gain some knowledge of simple and 


typical forms, and how to draw them. 


As the pupil advances, he is directed more specifically, and 


more study is made along certain lines. He is taught to make 
more accurate drawings. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the teachers and all for the 
courtesy and co-operation I have received.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


To THE CITIZENS AND TAXPAYERS OF THE TOWN OF BILLERICA: 


We respectfully submit for your careful perusal and inspection, 
a record of our administration of the affairs that have come under 
our personal observation during the past year. In giving this 
statement we shall follow the custom adopted last year and 
confine the reports and recommendations contained therein to 
matters that have come under our direct charge, leaving the 
business of the other Town Boards to be discussed by the officials 
who are in charge of the affairs of those departments. 

With reference to the conduct of public business with which 
we have been identified, we still pursued the same policy of 
publicity, inaugurated two years ago, and the community has 
been notified in various ways of any important measure that has 
come up for our consideration. We still continue in the belief 
that the citizens at large should have a comprehensive knowledge 
of all important matters handled by the Selectmen, for we believe 
that the welfare of our Town should be the welfare of every 





citizen within its limits. As a whole the year now closed has — 


been a pleasant and harmonious one to all concerned and the large 


amount of business that has passed through our office has been 
transacted in a most agreeable manner; and we may add that the 
Town or its interests did not suffer in the least by the he 
which prevailed throughout the term. 


APPROPRIATIONS 


Following the disposition and general sentiment expressed by Mg 


the Taxpayers in the past relative to the appropriations, we have 
endeavored, to the best of our ability, to keep within the limits 
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of the appropriations that have been under our direct supervision, 
and we have earnestly requested those in charge of other depart- 
ments to do likewise. We are glad to note that our efforts along 
these lines have borne fruit and but few overdrafts will be found 
this year in comparison to the financial records of other years. 
Early in the term, the Selectmen announced that they would 
refuse to approve bills in excess of any appropriation, unless 
absolutely necessary. The Town Treasurer made a_ similar 
announcement relative to the payment of bills and in nearly 
every case these rules were observed. The other Town Officers, 
we are happy to say, showed an eager disposition to lend their 
assistance and co-operation, and as a result, the Town finances are 
in a very favorable condition at the present time. 


STREET LIGHTING 


Once more we desire to call your attention to our present 
inadequate street lighting system, commonly .known as the 
“Moonlight Schedule,” by which we are provided with street 
lighting on but certain nights during each month. We, who 
receive the numerous complaints that are recorded against this 
form of service, are in a position to know and understand the 
conditions better than most people in Town, and we are free to 
say that, we believe, that this matter needs a speedy readjustment, 
whereby the Town may secure every night service, instead of 
again adopting the method in vogue since the installation of 
the present lhghting system. Last year we urged improved 
conditions in this respect, but on account of an expected high tax 
rate which failed to materialize, in view of various other appro- 
priations that were necessary at that time, nothing was done to 
improve the system. This year, however, we sincerely hope and 
trust that some action may be taken relative to this matter. 


Many extra lights are needed on streets that are traversed 
more or less at night but we have been unable to install any more 
lamps because of the fact that the appropriation would not permit 
it. In regard to lack of light on our public streets, we might 
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call your attention to Pollard Street, a much travelled thorough- 
fare, which has no street lights from the Harrington residence to 
Jones’ Corner. Similar conditions exist in other sections of the 
Town. We have requested the officials of the Bay State Street 
Railway Co. to place a light at the corner of High and Pollard 
Streets and we are in hopes that they will do so. 

As stated in our last report, the every night service may be 
secured at the same figures offered us one year ago, $19.50 per 
light, per year, on a five year contract. To adopt this service 
and permit the installation of extra lights which are needed, it 
will be necessary to raise and appropriate about $2,700. 


NEW FORDWAY BRIDGE 


In accordance with a vote of the Town at a special meeting 
held July 29, 1912, Moderator Charles H. Eames appointed the 
Selectmen to act as a Building Committee, with full powers, etc., 
for the construction of a new bridge across the Concord River at 
the Fordway. The structure was built according to the plans 
and specifications announced by the Selectmen at that time, and 
at the estimates then reported. The bridge is one of the finest 
in the County of Middlesex. Its cost was $25,000, distributed as 
follows between the Town, County and the Bay State Street 
Railway Company:

The approaches to the bridge from either side, which is to be 
done by the Town, have not yet been completed to the satisfaction 
of the County Commissioners, as per their decree issued in June, 
1912, and this work cannot be finished until the frost is out of 
the ground. On this account, the County has paid but $6,600 of 
its share of the expense, but will forward the remaining $500 when 
the grading is done. Therefore, for this reason, we are unable to 
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make as complete a report on this matter as we would desire. We 
call your attention to the Treasurer’s report, which shows a more 
detailed financial statement of the expenditures made in connec- 
tion with the new bridge. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS 


Our public buildings, with the exception of Union Hall, in 
North Billerica, are in good shape at the present time. The 
wiring of the Town Hall for electric lighting was completed this 
year from the regular appropriation and the great improvement 
noted since the job was done seems to have warranted the ex- 
penditure of the money paid out for the work. We are pleased to 
report that we have kept within the limits of this appropriation ~ 
this term, something that has not occurred for several years. 
This was accomplished by the careful manipulation of the fund, 
even though we had an overdraft of several hundred dollars from 
the previous year. 

With reference to Union Hall, we must say that-it is in a 
terribly bad condition, and compares very unfavorably with our 
other public buildings. ‘This hall is used but little and it has been 
allowed to go for years without repairs being made. As a result, 
the walls have a dilapidated appearance and the plastering has 
fallen away in several large patches. We have inquired into the 
cost of repairing the hall, and also wiring the same for electric 
lighting, and we believe that the work can be done on the regular 
appropriation of $1,500, which we recommend for the coming 
year. 


CHESSMAN PROPERTY IN HOLBROOK 


Another matter that should be attended to as soon as possible, 
is the repairing and disposal of the Chessman property owned by 
the Town of Billerica and located in the Town of Holbrook. This 
property was acquired for the Town some years ago by the Bowers 
Fund Committee, and it was. voted at the Annual Town Meeting 
of 1911 to sell it at public auction during the year ending February 
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28, 1912. Through an oversight on the part of the Board of 
Selectmen for 1911, this was not done, and the sale did not take 
place until last June. Inasmuch as the vote of the Town was 
not carried out to the letter of the law, legal complications were 
possible in connection with the sale. This matter may be adjusted. 
at the Annual Town Meeting, by action upon an article which 
appears in the Town Warrant. 


INCIDENTALS 


The fund for the Incidentals comes under the personal care 
of the Board of Selectmen, and this year, instead of the customary 
.overdraft, we have an unexpended balance to show. This, 
despite the fact that there are a number of expenses charged to 
this appropriation, which in our opinion should be provided for by 
other methods, or should come. from other sources. We believe 
that $1,000, the figures of last year, will cover the Incidental 
expenses for the next twelve months. 


FIREPROOF EQUIPMENT IN THE TOWN HALL SAFE 


During the year closing, the Town Hall Safe has been equipped 
with up-to-date metal shelves, boxes and other non-combustible 
fittings and we invite your inspection of the same. This work 
was done on a special appropriation and the safe is now fitted in a 
very modern manner. 7 


PETITION TO STATE HIGHWAY COMMISSION 


We have petitioned the Massachusetts State Highway Com- 
mission, under what is called the Small Town Act, for the sum of 
$2,500, in continuing the State Highway from the Billerica- 
Burlington line. This Act provides that the Town shall appro- 
priate a similar amount and an article covering this matter appears 
in the Town Warrant. Relative to the Town highways, we would 
respectfully call to your attention, the condition of the Concord 
Road in South Billerica. At the present time, this road is 
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greatly in need of repairs and we earnestly recommend that 
something be done to improve conditions in that vicinity in the 
near future. The same might be said of other much travelled 
roads throughout the Town, notably the Lowell Road from 
Sprague’s Bridge to the Berwick district near the Chelmsford 
line, but lack of funds has, to a great extent, been responsible 
for the bad roads, particularly in the outlying districts. 

Again we desire to publicly thank the Town Treasurer for the 
able and valuable assistance that he rendered us in the transaction 
of Town business during the past term. With his long experience 
in municipal affairs and his complete knowledge of Town matters 
in general, this official gave us invaluable aid on several occasions, 
for which we are duly appreciative and extremely thankful. 

We invite your inspection of the other reports contained in 
this book, especially the statements of the Treasurer, Tax Collector 
and Auditor, all of which show that the Town finances are, as we 
stated, in a very good condition.

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REPORT OF TOWN TREASURER 
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AUDITORS’ REPORT 





We submit herewith to the citizens our report for the year, the 
result of a careful scrutiny of the financial affairs of the Town. 
We have continued the employment of our special auditor, Mr. A. L. 
Blodgett, who has to our satisfaction followed all accounting 
matters with much detail, closing the books of the account with 
the usual proof, and furnishing the reports appended. 

We have examined all vouchers paid by the Treasurer, 
checked the same to the cash book, have examined the accounts of 
the Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, Trustees of Trust and Sinking 
Funds, and find the same correct. We have examined the secur- 
ities represented as belonging to the several funds and have found 
these securities as listed and of the proper amount. 

We repeat our recommendation of former years of the growing 
desirability from a good business standpoint, of taking immediate 
action looking towards the payment of the demand notes of the 
Town, due the Bowers Fund and the Howe School, and call 
attention to Section 12 of the report of the Recess Committee of 
the Legislature, which will be acted upon at the present session, 
viz: ‘“‘That cities and towns which have appropriated trust funds 
to general purposes be required to restore them and invest them 

We recommend that a special committee be appointed by the 
Town to consider the matter of the payment of these notes, and 
to present some definite plan at an early date. 

We have caused examination to be made of the amount of our 
several sinking funds, and find the same ample to date with the 
regular future additions to properly provide for the bonds issued 
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when the same shall become due. We call attention again to 
the delay in collecting or otherwise disposing of the uncollected 
taxes of 1903, 1904, 1905, 1906, 1910 and 1911, and recommend 
immediate action to obtain payment of the same.

Our elm trees, as a whole, are in very good condition but I 
find odd trees in different sections of the Town that show the 


result of the Elm Leaf Beetle destruction. 


However with favorable weather conditions the coming year, 
which by the way interfered the last year, I think the trees will 


recover from the stripping of one year ago.

Under the Tree Warden’s appropriation the trees in the 
North and Centre were cleared of the dead wood; the brush was 
cut along the roads, as far as possible; four trees, which were 
dangerous to the passerby, were removed. 

Relative to moth work I find a decrease in the Browntail 
Moths, but the Gypsies are as bad, if not worse, than a year ago. 

The result of good spraying is easily noted. The orchard 
that has not been sprayed is usually in very bad shape. I would 
suggest that property owners pay more attention to the Gypsy 
Moths which appear to be more scattered than the year before. 

The same amount should be appropriated this year for 
Beetle work.

ANNUAL MARCH MEETING 





COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
MIDDLESEX, SS. 
To any Constable in the Town of Billerica. 
GREETING: 


You are hereby authorized and required to notify and warn 
the inhabitants of said Town of Billerica, qualified by law to vote in 
elections and Town affairs, to meet at Precinct 1, Town Hall, 
Billerica, at 6~o’clock a. m., Precinct 2, Union Hall, North 
Billerica, at 6 o’clock a. m., Saturday, March 22, 1913, to bring © 
in their votes on one ballot, for the following officers: 


Moderator, Town Clerk, Town Treasurer, Three Selectmen, 
Three Overseers of the Poor, Three Auditors, a Collector of Taxes, 
a Highway Surveyor, a Tree Warden, and Two Constables, all 
for one year. One Assessor, one Member of the Board of Health, 
one Member of the School Committee, one member of the Town 
Hall Sinking Fund Commission, one member of the Cemetery 
Commission, one member of the Talbot School Sinking Fund 
Commission, one member of the Water Commission, all for three 
years. 
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Also, to vote on the following question, viz: “Shall license 
be granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors in the Town of 
Billerica?’’ Yes or No. 


Polls may be closed at 4 o’clock Pp. M. 


Also, to meet at the Town Hall, Billerica, Saturday, March 
22, 1913, at 7.30 p. m., there to act upon the following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a member of the Bowers’ Fund 
Committee, for a term of five years. 


ARTICLE 2. To choose all necessary Town officers. 


ARTICLE 8. To hear and act upon the report of the Town 
officers and committees heretofore appointed. 

ARTICLE 4. To see what method the Town will adopt to 
repair the roads and bridges for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 5. ‘To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be deemed necessary to defray the Town expenses for 
the ensuing year, or do anything in relation to the same. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will raise the sum of one 
hundred twenty-five dollars ($125.00) and appropriate the sum 
of two hundred and fifty dollars ($250.00) for the salary of Cattle 
Inspector for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of three hundred dollars ($300.00) for the purpose of 
widening and raising the culvert under the Middlesex Turnpike 
Road, connecting the two sections of Nuttings Pond in said 
Town; or do anything in relation to the same. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will expend from the side- 
walk appropriation the sum of two hundred fifty dollars ($250.00) 
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in continuing the sidewalk on Pond Street; or do anything in 
relation to the same. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of twenty-five hundred dollars ($2,500.00) for macadam 
road to be spent in conjunction with the State if they shall make 
an allotment of a like sum to the Town for macadam purposes. | 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will instruct the Board of 
Survey in relation to width of streets to be approved by said 
Board; or do anything in relation to the same. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of two hundred fifty dollars ($250.00) to put the Stone 
Crusher in suitable repair to be removed, and move the same on 
to land now owned by the Town; or do anything in relation to 
the same. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will accept a deed from 
Mrs. Lillian V. Kohlrausch of a lot of land containing about six 
acres, situated on the westerly side of Colson Street, to be forever 
held by the Town subject to proper restrictions and known as 
the Charles H. Kohlrausch, Jr., Playground; or act in relation 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will appoint a Committee 
to confer with the Lowell Gas Light Company to see what can be 
done to have their mains extended to this Town. Said Committee 
to report at the next meeting held by the Town. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will raise the salary of the 
teamsters of the Town to fifteen dollars per week; or do anything 
in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will instruct the Selectmen 
to sell the Chessman property (a part of the Bowers’ Fund invest- 
ment) either at public or private sale; or do anything in relation 
to the same. 
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ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will spend the accumulated 
income of the Abbott Singing Fund; or do anything in relation 
to the same. 


ArTICLE 17. To see if the Town will instruct its School 
Committee to sell, either at public or private sale, its unused 
school buildings, namely: Shawsheen, Crosby, Spaulding, and 
Hill; or do anything in relation to the same. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of twelve hundred dollars ($1,200.00) to instal a new 
heating service in the Pollard School; or do anything in relation 
to the same. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to require a 
guaranty on the cost of water extensions; or do anything in 
relation to the same. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will accept the offer of 
D. S. Pickman to co-operate in saving the chestnut trees in 
Chestnut Street, and raise and appropriate fifty dollars ($50.00) 
to be spent in the work; or do anything in relation to the same. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will appropriate a sum of 
money to remove rocks and weeds from the bed of the Concord 
river above Fordway Bridge, provided the State Harbor and 
Land Commission appropriate a similar amount for the purpose; 
or do anything in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will adopt the provisions 
of Chapter 635, of the Acts of 1912, and also Section 1, of Chapter 
104, as amended by Chapter 334, Acts of 1912,—the same being 
the acts regulating the building of tenement houses; or do anything 
in relation to the same. 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of two thousand five hundred dollars 
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($2,500.00) to extend the macadam road on Concord Road; or 
do anything in relation to the same. 


ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of two hundred fifty dollars ($250.00) to be expended 
by the Park Commission for the improvement of Town land 
known as Fordway Park at the new Fordway Bridge; or act in 
relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 25. To see what action the Town will take to pay 
its notes due the Bowers’ Fund and the Howe School; or do any- 
thing in relation to the same. 


ARTICLE 26. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of twenty-five dollars ($25.00) for the purpose of im- 
proving and repairing the playground of the Pollard School; or 
do anything in relation to the same. 


ARTICLE 27. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to make any, and if so, what, contract with the Lowell Electric 
Light Corp. for street lighting for a term of one or five years, 
or what other term, and raise and appropriate a sufficient sum 
therefor; or do anything in relation to the same. 


ARTICLE 28. To authorize the Town Treasurer, with the 
approval of the Board of Selectmen, to borrow during the muni- 
cipal year, beginning March 1, 1913, in anticipation of the collec- 
tion of taxes of said year, such sums of money as may be deemed 
necessary for the current expenses of the Town, but not ex- 
ceeding the total levy of said year, giving the notes of the Town 
thereof, payable within one year from the date thereof. All 
debts incurred under authority of this vote shall be paid from the 
taxes of the present municipal year. 


ARTICLE 29. To see if the Town will instal two lights on 
Call Street, one to be at the corner of Myrtle and Call Streets, 
the other one to be half way between the car line and Myrtle 
Street; or do anything in relation to the same. 
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ARTICLE 30. To see what action the Town will take in 
regard to the following:—‘‘No person shall fire a rifle within the 
limits of said Town and no person shall fire any kind of firearms 
from any of the bridges of said Town or from any boat or canoe 
on the rivers of said Town or along their banks without first 
obtaining a license so to do from the Selectmen; this shall not 
apply to the use of rifles by members of the militia acting under 
orders from the officers thereof, or to the use of firearms in the 
lawful defence of the person, family or property of a citizen, but 
the Selectmen shall have no authority to grant a license to any 
person under the age of eighteen years.” 


ARTICLE 31. To see if the Town will appoint a Committee 
to look into the matter of the organization of a Stock Company 
for the building of working men’s homes; or do anything in 
relation to the same. 


ARTICLE 82. To see if the Town-will vote to shield the 
ceiling in the lower part of Union Hall so the upper hall can be 
utilized for athletic purposes (such:as basket ball) during the 
winter months; or do anything in relation to the same. 


And you are to serve this Warrant by posting true and attested 
copies thereon; one copy at the Town Hall, one copy at Union 
Hall, one copy in each of the Post Offices of the Town, and one 
copy at ten public places, at least eight days before said meeting. 


Hereof fail not, and make due return of this Warrant to the 
Town Clerk, with your doings thereon, at the time and place of 
said meeting. |
